(1 ) The primary purpose of the Working Group is to concern 
itself with problems of commend and control: 

(2) It will not deal with interchange of intelligence among 
members of NATO* beyond what is already being accomplished: 

(3) There is no intention of stimulating further exchange 
of intelligence; 

(4} The Working Group will not become involved with intelli- 
gence information derived from sensitive sources.
